COMING TO LA FOLLETTE'S PLAN. 


While we do not condone many things 
Senator La Follette has said, and think 
he is unduly radical, his plan of com- 
mandcering most of the excess war profits 
of the cocerns in the east which have been 
piling up hundreds of millions is unques- 
tionably right. And it is. not only right 
but will have to be adopted by congress 
and the government. The profits of these 
concerns were ample, Lord knows, with- 
out allowing them any excess profits at 
all. This is no time for exeess profits for 
anybedy. Most of us are ti¢kled to death 
to get any profits at all, much less exéess 
profits. ‘
